There are many reasons for the 








popularity of Twenty-one. It is 
simple, and may be taught to in- 
experienced players with unusual 
ease. It is an interesting game and 
skillful play is possible but not 
necessary. Any number of people 
can play, and the game is not 
broken up if some of them decide 
to stop. '‘ 

Object of the game is simple: to 
obtain from the dealer cards whose 
pips add up to (or close to) twenty- 
one without exceeding it. 

The cards are valued as follows: 
Ace: 1 or 11, et the option of the 
player; King, Queen or Jack, 10; 
other cards, the number of their 
pips. 

If a player's first two ecards are 
an ace and a face-card (or a ten) 
giving him a total of exactly 21, he 
has a “natural.” This wins auto- 
matically. 

Twenty-one or Blackjack is a 
game of skill and contains many 
other points of fine play. As to 
why it is called Blackjack, several 
theories have been advanced. The 
most believable of these is that 
originally an ace and a jaek of 
one of the black suits was the only 
“natural” hand.
